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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 26 May 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Leiberman (US Patent 5,185,671) teaches the derivation and 
removal of lightsource data. However, as is well-known in the 
art, no form of image artifact removal is perfect. Thus, the 
low-pass filtering used in Aach (US Patent 5,708,671) can also 
be used to provided additional help to mitigate the effects of 
lightsource data. 

Further, as discussed on page 7, lines 5-17 of the previous 
office action, dated 28 March 2005, the combination of Lieberman 
and Aach provides for the replacement of the homomorphic filter 
taught *by Lieberman with the low-pass filter taught by Aach, 
Thus, an analysis of how a homomorphic filter may or may not 
adversely affect the results of the image processing is moot. 
As Lieberman teaches, the lightsource data is low spatial 
frequency image data (page 5, lines 14-16 of said previous 
office action) . Thus, the low-pass filter used to reduce image 
noise, as taught by Aach, would be able to mitigate the effects 
of the lightsource image data. It would therefore be well 
within the ability of one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Lieberman according to the teachings of Aach to produce the 
method as specifically claimed in claim 7 of the present 
application .
